The 
purpose is to tempt the Southern State* 
to grant the right to vote, in order to in- 
i ri-Hs.. (heir representation in I '.ingress, 
inslead of diminishing Ihem in Ibat l-ody. 
The real object of tbe party ol moral idea- 
ia lo retain |>ower. Jt ia to cripple the 
power of the Mouth in tbe Union, or if the 
negroes vote, they will vote with this 
moral party, and augment its chances 
for jiower. This ia reckoned vet f lair. 
Those only that vote are lo be counted as 
entitled to representation. 

Our fathers who made the Constitution 
didn't think so, and they had reasons lor 
it. They kuew that there were some in 
terents and right* thai needed representa- 
tion for their own protection, as well as 
numbers; that minorities had local light* 
that needed protection, and thai Mates in 
d ifl W a n t cirvuiustauoes needed different 
representation. They didn't think that 
New York should rule New Hampshire 
because the latter was a small Stale with 
few people. So they gave the States equal 
representation in the Senate without re- 
gard to numbers. Tbey knew ibat the 
South would 1* placed at a disadvantage 
if ihey counted only white |>eoplw. A 
great part of the labor of the South whm 
performed by a diflerent race of people 
from tbe North, who supplied the places 
that would o:berwise l>e tilled by white 
meu entitled lo role. It waa not lair to 
diminish I hen representation by the total 
exclusion of this class; but tbey did nut 
think a negro should i ouut as much as a 
while man iu the basis ol representation. 
*» they couiprouiieed by counting Iwo- 
tiflhs ol tbe slaves. If all tbe Slates xxeie 
j iu Ihe same condition as to population, 
, tbe rule now proposed would be satisfac- 
tory ; bat tbey are not and cannot lor a 
. ceutury to come, when the negro will 
disap|*ar, and his place be Idled by white 
men. 

At present, the change is neither fair 
nor just. There is as much reason now 
aa ever to keep up the representation in 
the South. Indeed, there is more. We 
know by experience that the majority in 
the North will not scruple at tbe exercise 
of power over Stale* differently situated; 
and can it b<- expected that the Southern 
Slates will consent to augment the power 
ol this majority, and lessen their own 
power to pro'.ect themselves in their own 
in tercet*? 

The Southern Stales, if all iu the Union, 
would now lie in a small minority iu 
Congress. This is a scheme to make that 
minority atill less; and we know that 
Federal legislation is now adopted with 
no regard to tbe interests or wishes of tbe 
soum. It is all intended to Iwnufit the 
negro and injure the white man; to sub- 
ject the latter to whatever is most repug- 
nant to his interests and wishes. 

The only harmony now between the 
North and South is lietween the majority 
N'Tthand the negroes ol the South. The 
w bile man South is suspect) .1 and hated ; 
the negro is cared for because the innjor- 
think lie can lie used to pro- 
ower and per|>eiuate their 

rule. 

When Ihe while man South consents to 
this, he need not complain of negro equal- 
ity; lor be will not have much lo l>oa*t of 
in tbe way of wisdom or self-resjtect.

WU-Now . then, is the critical moment 
for the South. The proposed constitu- 
tional amendment should be promptly ac- 
cepted by tbem. The present Congress 
caunot refuse to acknowledge tbe act and 
lo restore them to fraternal relationship 
in the I'nion. It is in a measure pledged 
to do this, and il has already partially 
I fulfilled Us ple.ltre by admitting Tennee- 
• I as se. . f rom the next Congress the v,, ;1 i |, 
a aa i will have much to apprehend. There is 
• " •* great danger that the anus of the Radi- 
cals todistranchise the whites, to colitis- 
cute and apportion their proper! v and to 
give universal ami unrestricted suffrage 
to the blacks, will then la» accomplished. 
The Ugislalure of every Southern State 
should therefore lie immediately called 
together and the proirosed constitutional 
.in cndineut adopted. < <uce in Congress, 
they will hold the balance of power iu 
the House aud have their pro|Mjrtiouate 
weight iu the Senate. They will never 
have a better chance for being restored to 
a position in the Union than is now offer- 
ed them. We again say, let tbem accept 
if. -. N. V. Herald. 

This same advice is regaled by the 
New York Tribune with the same threat, 
only Ihe latter is for "impartial suffrage 
and universal amnesty," not being quite 
so violent as the Herald. 

We need not argue that the conditions 
proposed are unconstitutional ; that Con- 
gress, or no other body, has a right to 
say on what terms a State shall ex, rose 
ifs guaranteed rights Hi the Union. We 
argued «nd discussed this when the 
constitutional amendment was being 
forced upon the Southern St alts an 
amendment by which projajrty was taken 
from this Slate by others against 
the vote of the people without compensa- 
tion. Neither will it do to say that these 
Southern States are out of the Union un- 
til the adoption of this last amendment, 
nor can they be lawfully kept out. They 
have lieen recognized as iu the Union by 
the acceptance of their votes as States 
on the former Constitutional amend 
tnenl. 

Still, we must admit that they are prac- 
tically excluded from their privileges in 
the Union while its burdens are fixed 
upon them, and looking at it in that way, 
the Herald's ads ice is worth a momenta- 
ry consideration. Provided such a con- 
dition is offered, w hat guarantee have the 
Southern Slates that it will ever be fulfill- 
ed? How can they assume that their 
repreaeiilalives will lie admitted* Has 
not the same thiug beeu tried before? 
Were uot such teruia offered w ith the 
other amendment'' Was not slavery 
abolished, the rebel debt repudiated, all 
with the understanding that the States 
would lie restored? Wekiiov. these weie 
the conditions, and that they have not 
been ful til led. How can auy one expect 
that the Southern states will adopt a 
measure of positive and certain evil in 
the hope that reals on such uncertainly of 
a doubtful good, at best 1 Will represent - 
atives elected by Southern negroes be any 
lielter than exclusion and a Cougress ..I 
Radicals? It would scarcely be Worse; 
but is there any certainty that it would be 
iuu< hbetler? Would such a representa- 
tion lie auy check on the North- 
ern lUdicals? But let us sup- 
p<«e they would, is there 
any reasonable certainty, even if such 
conditions were accepted, that tbey would 
lie fulfilled by Congress, and Ihe South- 
ern representatives admitted ? We be 
lieve not. Certainly they have given us 
nothing iu the past to lpad us to believe 
that they would fulfill their phfdges. 

But the fact is, no such pledge has lieen 
given by Congress, but the contrary. 
When it was suggested in Congress the 
measure or proposition was defeated. 
Congress has, therefore, said that it will 
offer no such conditions.

An Industrial Exhibition was opened 
in London two or three weeks ago, at 
•rates, sixteen hundred workiuginsn were 
the exhibitors. It was known as the 
"Islington Indu-iriil exhibition," ami 
grew out of tbe I . oi. ■ -Mi plan of local 
displays, xx hich succeeded the last Intel 
uatioual K.xhibition in I'.uglaud. 

At this display three hundred and t wen- 1 
ty different occupations were represented, i 
aud of the exhibitors forty-four were 
printers, forty-oiieengiin era, thirty— even 
carvers, thirty-seven car|«enleis, tbirtv- 
five engravers, twelve watchmakers and 
twelve laborers, spme n as also .-Hotted , 
to two hundred nnd twenty-eight women. 
The directors of tl.e Agricultural Hall 
Company and other persona offered 
money prizes for competition, and Mr 
Wyon gratuitously designed a priz •- 
niedal specially for the « xhibition. Tin 
Times says: 

"It is a remarkable fact, and ouehighly 
creditable to our ojieralives, that iu 1 ;.. 
A, 'Inventions, Improvements, and [a> 
i;enious Contrivances,' there are no fewer 
tbau l::i entries. It is not a little curious 
also that some of the inventions are 
nlNiiit.the last one would expect from M - 
sons of the calling of toe inventors. For 
instance, a butcher exhibits a decimal cal- 
culator, crisis' lug -of naw rulsa -aa» arte 
science of numbers, ami a decimal key, 
applicable to every kind of calculation ; 
a shon-hsml writer displays his inventive 
pow ers in a mill to grind crusts into flour; 
» clerk produces a novel machine for 
cutting pie-meat ; a printer has improved 
ou teapots and silk hats. 

"In class II, 'Skilled Work,' there are 
admirable specimens of cabinet work 
aud upholstery, aud several of the hard- 
ware articles also are excellent. The 
display of wood carving and modeling 
iu this class affords satisfactory evidence 
of an advance of our workmen iu the 
knowledge of design. Among lie 
exhibitors la s lad named Teu|>e, aged 
fourteen, who shows two carved beads of 
great promise.

The Penitentiary Workshojis 
Destroyed— Oae of the 
Prisoners Supposed 
to have Set the 
Place on Fire.

About dark last evening » MgM leans' 
was discovered on lln> northern Link «•! 
the Ohio, which continued to int ri-jse in 
brightness uutil th« alarm was sound"-! 
thai there wan a terriblo conflagration 
raging iu our sister city of Jetlersonvillc. 
or rather on the river bank near tlmt 
burg. The report at once spread through 
the city that the extensive llouriug mill 
at the bead of the falls, or 
the car works, all owned and cootrolb .1 
by Louisville capital, were on tire. Thii 
announcement spread like wildfire, ami 
as a matter of < nurse a number of our 
merchants and capitalists interested in 
these two great enterprises rushed to Ibe 
river bank to satisfy themselves as to 
what waa the cause of the alarm, and n 
number of them crossed the river. 
Among those who crossed the "In Mat 
ritifMe" was oureelve*. and we will 
endeavor to give our readers a statement 
of what occurred across the river. 

About 6 o'clock it was discovered Basal 
that portion of the prison known as the 
tobacco factory was on fire, and tlie 
alarm was at onoe sounded. From the 
tobacco shops the flames spread to the 
adjoining bulldingsof the penitentiary un- 
til the whole establishment, with the ex- 
ception of the part known as the prison, 
was enveloped in.tbe fiery element. The 
tobacco t > which we refer was owned by 
Nock & Sons, of this city,' wboie 
losses in stock, machinery, Ac., will not 
be less than $30,000. upon which, as far as 
we were able to learn, there was no in- 
surance. The entire foundeiy and ma- 
chinery rooms of the prison were also de- 
stroyed, involving u great loss of ma- 
chinery, moldings, Ac One of the prin- 
cipal losers in this part waa Hall, Moore .v 
Miller, of this city, whose loss will not 
fall short of ftlSO.OOO. There was a larrup 
crowd around tbe outside walls, and in 
the confusion we were unable to obtain 
admittance into tho walls ot the prison, 
and could learn but little outside, yet ssfl 
report, though imperfect, will be found In 
tbe main correct. The losses as near as 
we could obtain th. in were as follows:

Though tbe prison has been on fire on 
veveral is-casions previously, ||,i* is the 
most disastrous conflngrnliou that lias 
ever occurred there. The tire depart ineid 
of Jeil'eisonville were on the spot and did 
all in tbeir power, but were only able to 
prn..|M a further spread of tbe llainea. 
The loss is a most serious one, leith to Hie 
Nlale and our capitalists who Breast in- 
volved in Ibe manufactures at the prison, 
and il will incur a considerable outlay of 
time and in-.ney to repair the loss oc- 
casioned in it lew hours by the ravages of 
the flames.
